WE ARE SI RE THE WOMEN MILL VOTE AS A UNIT FOR 
DISARMAMENT. 


If the war has done’nothing else, it has taken the question , 
of disarmament out of the mollycoddle class of dishwater pacifism 
and made it a subject of serious consideration 
in the highest ; 
councils of the land. The verdict, “Never again!” of some two 
millions of men who faced modem warfare “over there” is mak- I 
ing itself felt throughout the country and is echoed by the newly 
enfranchised women. And, besides, there are considerations of 
economy. 
Therefore it is not surprising that news dispatches from the 
national capital during the last week or so have been filled with 
reports of efforts by hard-headed senators and business-minded j 
representatives to arrive at some conclusion as to how to rid the 
world of the curse of armaments. 
The Senate has refused to 
create an army of the size demanded by Secretary Baker because 
the country has not gone into the League of Nations. The Borah 
resolution calling for a halt in the naval building of several of 
the great powers is still under consideration. 
Besides, and still 
more significent, General Tasker Bliss appeared lass week before 
the naval affairs committee pleading for an immediate halt in 
the race for armament and urging the United States to take the 
lead. It is new for a great military leader to urge the policy of 
reducing armies and navies. 
And it is significant that General 
Pershing has also done so. 
As a further indication of how senators and representatives’ 
minds are grappling with this problem, the Brooks resolution 
asking the President to call a world conference to consider dis­ 
armament by all nations was reported favorably by the House 
committee on foreign affairs. 
Just where all this discussion will lead no one can foretell at 
this moment. The significance lies in the fact that it took place 
at all. The women of the country should not hesitate to introduce 
their point of view into the great question of disarmament which 
is now raging in the national capital.

The life of John Fitch, pioneer in 
Steam navigation in America is a 
Record of disappointment that end­ 
ed in disaster. 
John Fitch was born in Windsor, 
Connecticut in 1743. 
He was the 
*fcon of a farmer and received the us- 
.* ual slight education of a boy of his 
time and position. At 17 he went to 
' sea. but after a few voyages decided 
he did not like that sort of life. He 
came back and was a clockmaker 
and a silversmith. 
During the War 
of Independence he made a large 
fortune and bought an estate in 
Virginia. 
Some years later, making 
the “dangerous trip from Kentucky 
to Philadelphia, he was captured by 
Indians, but released. 
While exploring the great north- j 
j west, to make a map of it he had an 
I idea that the big rivers mght be 
navigated by steam.
